The fire department ed 
the streets and led a line of cars with 
cut-outs wide open and horns blowing 
as far north) zs Jenseon and south to 
Salerno, where the witizens) o£ both 
ends of the county joined in the cele- 
bration, 

‘he new county will gomprise 770 
square miles; its southern boundary 
will be a line two miles north of Jup- 
iter and two miles south of St. Lucie 
canal at Lake Okeechobee, and its 
northern boundary four miles north of 
Stuart. The south line is six miles 
north of Canal Point. The area of the 
county will be approximately 22x35 
miles. 

While the bill was in the House 
Representative Taylor of Hillsboro 
county made an effort to attach a pro- 
vision requiring a vote by people in all 
the area of the new county. His 
ed of adoption. 

Sentiment in Palm -Beach county 
favored the split, a general view being 
expressed by the Delray News, pub- 
lished in the south end of the county:

WHAT DRAGON FLIES ARE, 
BUT WHY ARE THEY? 


Why are there so many dragon flies 
at Canal Point? d 

Tourists and visitors from the east 
coast ask the question and no resident 
s eble to answer. The question im- 
plies that there are more dragon lies 
here than elsewhere but as no one in 
Cana] Point ever took a census of the 
insects here or elsewhere, that is an- 
other part of the question for which 
there is no local answer. The dragon 
fly is sometimes referred to as "snake 
doctor." ? 

This is what the International dic- 
tionary says in definition; "Dragon fly 
is a term applied to any of the larger 
active predaceous insects constituting 
the order Odonata, or in old ~ class 
cations the family Libellulidae of the 
order Neuroptera, They have a large. 
freely movable head — with" enormous 
compound cyes, long, slender abdomen, 
four long narrow, finely net-veined 
wings, strong jaws, and legs adapted 
to grasping their prey. Contrary to 
the popular belief, they are entirely 
harmless and are among the most use- 
ful insects, The adults feed on insects 
which they capture on the wing, and 
destroy vast numbers of flys, gnats and 
mosquitos. The larvae and ‘pupae 
(which are active) are aquatic and pre- 
daccous and are useful as desttoyers 
of the aquatic larvae of mosquitoes. 
The larvfe and pupae have the’ rectum 
modified into a respiratory apparatus; 
some species move forward by sudden 
expulsion of water from the intestines.”

About 15 months ago, when I .was 
running the Glades County Demoerat 
at Moóre Haven; Tom Frederick, the 
county engineer and C. L. Williams, the

Think of it— 
do cultivated grasses in more than half 
of the county! James H. Bright ds 
starting things that will change that 
condition, and it is encouraging to 
read in the Okeechobee News that a 
five-acre test plot has been seeded in 
Okeechobee county, where a check will 
be kept'on what will result. 

‘The Okeechobee paper says that the 
seed mixture planted on the test plot 
in Okeechobee county is lespedeza, dol- 
lis and bohia.”
